fond of using the word. Our own government Is far along towards 8tate 
Socialism, virtually all of the Constitutional safeguards and machineries 
of democratic rule by "popular sovenlgnty" have been discarded or by­ 
passed. 
Russia Is a tight Socialistic dictatorship; England Is a liaise and 
very weak one. Prewar Germany wa.* a Socialistic dictatorship. Italy a 
Fascist dictatorship. Spain, by the route of a savage civil war. also be­ 
taine a Fascist dictatorship. France was Socialist before the war. hasn’t 
made up Ba mind what It Is since. 
As for Democracy, everyone talks about It
